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that ation, had madc buer the profits of his 
Bifhopricke to him, and if they did notleaue 
them to his ordinary Officers to recciue, he 
himſclfe would come and fetch them. But 
this Duke, notwithſtanding theſc feares both 
in thepreſcnt and futurc,hath kepr foule quar- _ 
ter this ſpring in the Prince Archbiſhop Ele&-. 
or of Cullens Countric, which both lay in his 
way, betweene the Low-Countrics whence he 
came, and the Palatinate, whither he purpoſed 
to march ; & alſo, this Biſhop is brother to the 
Duke of Bauaria, ro whom the King of Bobe- 
mia is next heyre: for tis generally held,thar the 
Bauarian is like to leaue no iſſue,and therefore 
is his brother of Cullen; though a Biſhop, yer 
keptby diſpenſation fro Rome,our of Orders, 
that he may marry if ncedebe, and ſoto keepe 
the Palatinate of Bauaria from falling to the 
Palatinate of theRhine, which will (and eſpe- 
cially in theſe times) make the Pal/grave too 
great a Prince for the Empire to endure. And 
theſe are apparcnt reaſons of the ſpoyling of 
the Country, which hath beene: much forra- 
ged and haraſſed by the Dukeof Brunſwick, 
who hath cnforced the Biſhop to forfake his 
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Countric, and to make the very rowne of Cul- 
len it ſclfe to giue him Contribution to pay 

his Souldiers. 985 
But to come to what is newly and laſtly 
done ; tis faid that vpon this Aſſembly of Am- 
baſſadors at Bruxcls, who conſult for a peace 
in the Empirc, and treat aboura Rendition of 
euery Countrie to its owne Prince ; that this 
young Spirit was ſent vnto by ſome, to lay 
down his Armes while they treated of a peace: 
his anſwer was ſaid to be to this effect ; That 
his Armes were in his hand, andif they would | 
haue him lay them downe, let them come 
and take them out of his hands : Which it 
ſeemes Count Henry Vandenberg was {cntto do ; 
whom Spinola ſent out with abour 17. troupe 
of horſcafterhim : who following him with 
long marches, and the Duke going further 
vp the Countrie, to finde a commodious place 
ro cncampe in,that he might not ſceme to flee, 
ſent word as tis {ſaid ro FYandenberg, that he did 
not flee, but would abide him barrel and fight 
with him : Bur cis generally held by good 
Captains, that he had beene then in great dan- 
ger, as hauing the Baron of Anhault, who is 
the Arch-biſhops Generall on one ſide, and

' PFandmberg with his. olde troupes on the 
' other {ide : Buitthatfieric ſtratagem (of which 
I amſure you cannot bur heare better then we) 
of the Prince Zewry of Naſſaw, in burning the 
Countric about Bruſſels, cuen in the fight of 
the Arch-Ducheſle and Spinola himſclfe, hath 
deliuercd him. For Spmola perceiuing this to 
be done by horſe-men, whom he could nor 
oppole or keepe fromſuch anotherexploit,bur 
by a power of horſe,was cnforced to ſend for 
his horſe backe to looke toallatrhome. 
Brunſwick being thus beyond expeRation 
freed of Vandenberg, with his whole forces ſets 
vpon his other cnemy the Baron of Anhalc, 
whom though he had ſometime before dc- 
feated, yethe hoping well to encloſe him be- 
ewixt himſelfe and Yandenberg, was: bold to 
make head andappearcin the fieldagaine; bur 
to his lofle againe : for the Duke joyning bat- 
tell with him, ouerthrew him, and made him- 
ſelfe ſo much maſter of the field , that he had 
leiſure both to fortifiethree of the beſt townes 
thereabouts which he had taken in, and to gar- 
' riſon-and victuall them ; and alſo. cleered his 
tap. towards the Palatinate, to joyne with 
is-Couzecn the King of Bobemia, and Count 
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Mangfeild, 1 fuppoſe the people of Cullen were 


not alrogether ſorry for AnbaltFoucrthrow ; for 


though to the diſaduantageof the cauſe in ge- 


nerall Brunſvick had made his way by the 
ſword throgh their Countrie;yerfor their par- 
ticular they could not but be-glad when' they 
heard he was paſled the Rhine; for by this 
meanes they were freed of a powerfull and 
chargeable enemie; for tis reported, that he 
is come our of their -Countrie with - thirty 
Tunne'of Dollars : him we expect daily a- - 
mongft vs; and whetherthe King and Count 
Mansfeild wall hold- it fir: to :Keepe him with 
them, they thinking they:hauc enough forces 
rogether already, to regainethePalatinate ; or 
whether they will. direct. him ſome 'other 
courſe to fall 'ypon ſome other Countrie, 
which bath aided the Spaniards; and 'Baua- 
ria in this warre ; vhich being molt likely, 
you may gueſſe' as we doe.: What. is done 
I purpolc to certifie you from time: to time : 
For this Summer though it ſhould prouc as 
cold as thelaſt, is likely ro be heat with fire, 
not from the Sunne, bur the Canon : and 
the Earth (tis feared) is like ro be wet with 
as many ſhowers of bloud, as it was the laſt

Now Sir,to acquaint you briefly with the eſtate of e- 
-1ery particular Army abont the Palatinate; The Kings 
Army is much encouraged by his owne perſonall and 
bravereſolutio,being one ill himſelfe in all aduentures; 
fo that now thoſe Libellers, who after the defeat ar 
Prague, ſent out a Pifture ofa Poſtillian or a Poſt ryding 
vpand downe, enquiring for the torlorne ( that is,the 
loft ) Palatine, may now finde him in the head of his 
Troopes; and might of late haue ſeene him purſuing his 
Enemies: ſothar now the loſt Palatine is found, having 
beene thus long, not fo much fled , as giuen way rather 
to the neceffity of the times, and not hidden at.the Hagh 
thus long; butall the while trained vpvnder that famous, 
great, old, &experienced Soldier, his Vnckle the Prince 
of Orange, from whom he is now come to a braue Army 
of Twenty T houſand foot, and Five Thouſand Horſe 
well appointed, well payd, flethtin the blood of their E- 
nemies, Mafters of the field : and which is worth halte 
an Army, led by that Generous and Victorious Count 
Mansfield; A man whom all the world hath giuen for 
loſt, whom onely his owne vertue, wotth and ſpirit 
haue rayled to this Command and fame. So that wee all 
here conceiue, that God hath reſerved him, and lifted: 
him outofthe duft, mcerely or moſtly to ſhew kimlelte 
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to be the Lord of Hoſts, and that it is only in his power 
to deliuer by the vnlikelieft meanes ;z. ſothat wee hope, 
that he, who could doe thus much out of nothing, will 
out of thus much, doeany thing : And he is now gone. 
out of the Palatinate, into Dermſtadt, an enemies Coun- 
trey betweene thisand Franckford; where the Dukeof 
Bruxuſwicke is the 26. of this month of May,to meet with 
him. What marrtiall exploits ſhall next be atcheiued, the 
next packer ſhall rell you. The Marqueſle of Badezis to 
follow the King of Bohemia with his Army within two 
dayes. | | 

= for our Engliſh Companies,they are thus diuided: 
Noble Captaine Borroughes who ſo brauely defended 
Franckenaale againſt the Spanyards, is for his good ſeruice 
gouernor of the Towne,where he now is with my Lord 
ot Eſſex, and Captaine Ralph Yanes Companies. Sir Gar- 
ret Herbert,and our famous Enginer captaine Dexter.are 
in Zeidelbergh. My Lord Generall Zerehimſelfe, with 
his owne, and {ixe Companies more, are in this ftrong 
Towne of Manhemw, which is ſituated vpon theſe two 
great Riuersthe Rhine,and the Neckar,which there meet 
as if to make the Towne inuincible. Colonell Grayes 
regiment is with Count Mansfield.Now for our enemies, 
they areat this point ': Gonſales Cordoua the Spaniſh Ge- 
nerall, like an old Foxe,keepes cloſe in 0ppenheim,which 
he fortifies, as if he meant rather to lurke there, then ap- 
peare inthe field, as tis verily belecued he purpoſes not 
ro doe; His Garriſon at Ydenheims hath lately ſurpriſed 
two weake Townes, Bru{/ell, and Rottenbergh, through 
rhe negligence of the Gouernors, but they are of no im- 
portance. 
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 Asfor Tilly, hee keepes the field above Heidelbergh, 
neerevpon the Neckar,at Vinxfen,where the vnfortunate 
 bartell was fought with Bader : and there hee fortifies 
+ himſelfeexpeRing ſuccors: heeis not made ſo much ac- 
count of, for one of the old Souldiers Spaniards, Italians, 

and Wallons in Cordovars Regiment, are held worth two 

of his Bawarians,and forall him,Count Mansfieldis gone 

Into Dermſiadt, Andthis is the'eſtate of our Enemies. 
From other parts wee heare that Be:hlem Gabor is almoſt 

ina readines, and altogether in a reſolution to march 
kitherward,with the Marqueſle of Jegerenſdorff, and the 
Count de Tourne, ſo that here wee hope thortly to haue 

better conditions offred vs.
